T° tnke care of the baby with 
eczemn is a problem for both 
mother and — physician. The red, 
sooly rash which comes with this 
_ disorder itches so Intensely that it is 
diMcult to keep the baby from 
seratching, and the more he 
scratches, the worse the rash Is like- 
_ ly to become. # 
’ "Phe exnct cause of this stubborn 
disorder in babies is not known, but 
modern medicine inclines to the 
theory that it Is due to an allergy 
or oversensitivity, usually to one or 
another food. 
The tendency 
frequently inherited from onc 
both parents. 


Finding Sensitivity 

Thus, aside from attempts’ to les~ 
sen the discomfort of the rash with 
soothing preparations, treatment is 
directed at finding the substance to 
which the baby is sensitive. The 
search must of necessity be on a 
trinl-und-crror basis, one food or 
another being taken out of the 
baby's dict and the results on the 
rash observed.

rash. As the protein deficiency be- 
comes worse, the child’s resistance 
fo Infectlon js lowered still further, 
and ‘so'a vicious circle is established 
in which each condition’ makes the 
other more pronounced,

Court Judgment By 
~ St.Francis Hotel | 


An. appeal against a 


decision” of Mr Justice 


“Williams, mene in Chambers on March 24, giving leave 
to the respondents for a signed judgment for. . posses~ 
sion of the St Francis Hotel: and refusing leave to 
appellants to. defend the action, opened before the Full 
Court, comprising Mr Justice. Gould and Mr Justice 


Reynolds, this morning. 


Appellants were the. St Francis 
Hotel, occupying premises at 13 
Queen's Road Central, and the res- 
pondents were the Hongkong Land 
Investment and Agency Co., Ltd. 

In November last year, a Tenancy 
Tribunal, specially convened to hear 
an application by the Hongkong 
Land Investment and Agency Co., 
Ltd, for a recommendation’ to the 
Governor for exemption, under Sec- 
tion 32 of the Landlord and Tenant 
Ordinance, of the premises occupied 
by the St Francis Hotel, unanimously 
recommended thant: the premises 
should be excluded from further op- 
plication of the Landlord and Tenant 
Ordinance. 

In the course of the hearing, It 
was stated on behalf of the appil- 
cants that it was their intentlon to 
pull down the present’ out-m 
and out-dated premises and to erect, 
instead, no .larger and more con- 
venient building. . 

Mr H. G. Sheldon, KC, und Mr 
Charles E.’ Loseby, instructed by Mr 
Cc. A. S. Russ, appeared for appel- 
lants in this morning’s proceedings, 
and the Hon.-Leo d'Almada, KC, and 
Mr D. A. -L. Wright, instructed by 
Mr H. Capstick, were for the res- 
pondents. 

APPELLANTS’ CASE 

Mr Sheldon said that for the res- 
pondents ultimately to succeed they 
must show that the provisions of 
the Ordinance had been _ strictly 
complicd .with, and for the Court to 
decide whether they had been a fair 
inquiry Into the matter.

Despite what Mr Sheldon had said 
obout there not having been a fair 
inquiry, an examination of the re- 
cord before the Tenancy Tribunal 
and ‘the Ietters that were referred 
to at the hearing would make it 
abundantly clear that, so far from 
the gppellanta having been denied 
natural justice, they were given the 
fairest hearing by the Tribuhal, Mr 
d'Almada contended. He submitted 
thot appellants had come before 
thelr‘ Lordships with a technical de- 
fence only, and that defence was no 
defence in fact when they came to 
examine Section 32 and other sec- 
tions of the Landlord and Tenant 
Ordinance. 


After referring to the procecd- 
ings before the Tenancy Tribunal, 
Mr d'Almoda sald that it was per- 
feclly evident in the course of the 
hearing before. the Tribunal that 
there was no suggestion or hint 
that the respondents were deli- 
nerately concealing anything whicls 
an order for discovery would have 
revealed. * 


‘Counsel submitted that the rules 
of procedure sect out in the Schedule 
to the Landlord and Tenant Ordin- 
ance did not apply to Section 32 of 
the Ordinance which gave the 
Governor power to exclude clther, 
classes of premises or specific pre- 
mises from the operation of the Or- 
dinahce.

Now we will look over the sftua- 
tlon. We unquestionably have on 
heart loser. If we can guess where 


. the queen of diamonds Is, we will: 


have no diamond losers, but if we 
Suess wrong we will go down on the 
contract needlessly, 


‘ Here is the procedure for a strip 
‘and endplay. ‘Take two rounds. of 
trumps, which pick up the outstand- 
ing trumps. Cash ‘the ace and king 
of clubs, thus climinating clubs from 
the North ond South hands. Now 
cash the ace of hearts and lead the 
four of hearts, and you do not enre 
who wins it because, either Esst or 
West will have to lead back a dia- 
mond, 


If East wins and leifis the dla- 
mond deuce, South plays the eight- 
“spot and West has to put -on.the 
nine or queen,. That gives declarer 
three dinmond tricks. If West is jn 
the lend, he must lend up to tt 

ace-Jack of dlamonds. 


As 1 said above, this Is a trip and 
endplay. You strip the North and 
South hands of hearts and clubs so 
that Hf East or West clects to lead 
a heart or a club instead of a dia- 
mond, you can: discard, a diamond 
from one hand and trump in_ the 
other, and be able to trump the third 
dinmond. 2
